2. And whereas it was reported by the Government of Himachal Pradesh that the designations of 
the aforesaid officers as shown in column 3 in the respective allocation orders mentioned above, were factu¬

4. And whereas it has been pointed out to the Central Government that it was necessary and desirable 
to give opportunity to the affected employees to make representations against the aforesaid changes incase 
they are adversely affected by them and to consider the objections thus raised by them, before passing the 
final orders; 
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5. Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers contained in sub-section(l) and (2) of section 82 of the 
Punjab Reorganisation Act, 1966 notice is hereby given to all the employees of the erstwhile composite 
State of Punjab and the erstwhile Union Territory (now State) of Himachal Pradesh, allotted finally to the 
cadres of Inspectors; Sub-Inspectors^ Assistant Sub-Inspectors and Head Constables of the Police Depart¬ 
ment in the then Union Territory (and later State) of Himachal Pradesh with effect from 1st November, 1966 
that in case any of them is aggrieved by the changes made in the annexed amending orders, he may make 
a representation against it within a period of three months from the date of the publication of this notifica¬ 
tion, stating in clear te.'mi tlu substance of the g-ievance or objections to the changes in question, giving 
reasons and documentary evidence, if any, in support thereof and deliver one copy each of such representa, 
tion in person or send the same by registered post, within the aforesaid period, to (i) The Commissicner- 
cum-Secretary (Integration), Government of Himachal Pradesh, General Administration Department 
Section B, Shimla and (ii) The Desk Officer, SR Cell, Department of Personnel & Training, Government, 
of India, Nirvachan Sadan, 6th Floor, Ashoka Road, New Delhi-110001.
